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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
amendment of August 26, 2005, previous 102(b) rejection on claims 1-5, 18-10, 13-20, 
22 and 23 over Iwanaga et al (JP'492) and previous 103(a) rejection on claim 7 over 
Iwanaga et al (JP'492) in view of Yoon et ar727 are hereby withdrawn. Iwanaga does 
not teach or suggest present "U" group of the present fomnula (2) in the amended claims 
1 and 13 (applicants omitted "an arylene group with 6 to 60 carbons" from the possible 
choices for "U" group). Also, Iwanaga does not teach or suggest present second 
polymer of claims 21 and 26, which includes an aqueous base soluble moiety of a 
fluorosulfonamide, a carboxylic acid, or a fluoroalcohol. Iwanaga does not teach or 
suggest present "U" group of the formula (2) in claims 24 and 25.
